The  four  large  cities  In  the  United  States, 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn,  snd  Chi¬ 
cago,  have  q  total  population  of  8,113,084. 
In  1870  their  population  was  2,311,890.  They 
bare,  therefore.  Increased  about  a  third  in  ten 
years.  If  they  keep  up  this  rate  of  growth 
ten  years  longer,  their  total  populaflon  in  1800 
will  be  over  four  million  each.  Yet  now  the 
population  of  these  four  cities, of  whose  growth 
we  sre  so  proud,  taken  together,  falls  short  of 
the  population  of  London  alone.  Even  if  we 
add  St.  Louis,  we  should  nut  make  up  so  many 
people  as  London  contoius.  If  we  pat  in  Wssh- 
Ingiuu  also,. we  get  an  aggregate  population 
about  equal  to  that  of  London.  London  there¬ 
fore,  contains  about  as  many  people  as  New 
York.  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn,  Chicago,  8t. 
Louis  and  Washington  together.  Though  the 
latest  census  of  that  city  waa  taken  eight  years 
ago.  Its  Increase  has  been  carefully  estimated, 
and  the  population  is  now  put  at  3, 620,  868,  a 
total  which  is  probably  within  the  actual  fig¬ 
ures.

And  even  ten  years  from  now,  tf  London 
continues  io  grow  st  the  rate  of  increase  which 
it  has  shown  daring  the  last  eight  years,  it  will 
have  a  population  equal  to  that  of  our  four 
greatest  cities  put  together.  It  will  contain 
over  four  milioos  of  people.  These  comparisons 
are  not  only  Interesting  ,  they  are  valuable  also. 
They  may  tefad  to  subdue  a  boastful  spirit  not 
uncommon  la  new  and  growing  countries,  and 
they  help  usAo  form  some  conception  of  the 
magnitude.  '  Assuming  a  continuance  of  1U 
present  rate  of  Increase  for  a  century  to  come, 
somo  English  writers  have  imagined  London  as 
swollen  to  a  capital  of  more  than  ten  millions 
population.  But  there  la  no  warrant  for  any 
such  estimate,  for  history  teaches  that  great 
cities  eventually  reach  the  limit  of  their  growth, 
and  thereafter  show  a  devlin*.  When  that  pe¬ 
riod  will  be  attained  by  London,  however,  is  be¬ 
yond  the  reach  of  anything  like  safe  calculation, 
but  the  iadk-atioos  are  that  It  will  have  been 
passed  before  the  Dext  century  is  over.  Add  to 
New  York  the  contiguous  population  which 
really  belongs  to  it  as  a  metropolis,  and  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  century  we  shall  have  a 
population  a*  large  aa  that  of  London  now, 
provided  our  rate  of  increase  for  tan  years  past 
it  kept  up  for  twenty  years  longer.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  not  at  ail  improbable,  indtosd.  It  la  very 
probable,  that  long  before  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  is  »nd*d  th*  cluster  of  cities  of  wlileh  New 
Tork  is  the  nucleus  will  con  tain  more  people 
than  any  other  city  in  the  world.  But  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century  to  com*  London  must  take 
th*  lead,  and  continue  to  have  a  population 
equal  to  soy  other  two  of  the  frost  capitals. 
Moreover,  the  perpetaal  aggrandizement  of 
great  citie*  cannot  be  an  umoixed  blessing  to 
any  country  —.V.  Y.  S*n.
